The news devastated my daughters as it did my wife, Aly and I. But nowhere 
near as much as it devastated her parents. The family is Irish, from the 
south. In their typically selfless, spiritual Celtic way they have been more 
concerned with easing the pain for all those that knew Maeve, pushing their 
own grief aside. But who is going to ease their pain? 


My writing this is easing mine but I feel utterly helpless in regard to helping 
them. What can I say or do that could make them feel better? Aly and the 
girls went back to Brisbane to view the open coffin, attend the service and 
spend some time at their old school to cry with their friends and teachers. 
That’s what I meant by my girls losing their innocence. They shouldn’t have 
to deal with death and grief and sorrow and all that stuff at their age. But the 
fact is they do have to, as do many other parents and friends that we don’t 
know and don’t think about until it touches us personally. 


That’s when I ask why. Why does a great kid like Maeve that had the world 
in the palm of her hand have her life whisked away? Why do two wonderful 
people like her parents, Frank and Robyn lose a beautiful child for no 
apparent reason? Life is about realities and perspectives. If all we’ve got to 
worry about is that we played well last week but didn’t win then we've got 
nothing to worry about at all. 


Next time we’re feeling sorry for ourselves let’s take a reality check, put 
things in perspective, spare a thought for those less fortunate and get on with 
the job of making the most of what we’ve got.

South Coast United, predecessors to the Wollongong Wolves, played in front of large crowds in 
the NSW state league in the 1960s before disappearing in the mid-70s. ‘The Wolves entered the 
national league in 1981. After a bright start to its NSL existence, incorporating an undefeated 
streak for its first eight games in 1981, and a third placing in the 1982 season, performances 
fizzled to the extent that the club was relegated in 1986.

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The Wolves returned to the national stage in 1988, taking out the premiership in its first year back. However two consecutive losses 
in the 1988 finals series, firstly to Sydney United and then to eventual champions Marconi, destroyed the dream grand final berth. 


Throughout the early nineties, Wollongong established a rugged NSL team relying particularly on a steadfast defence. Despite 
never being big money spenders throughout the decade, the club rarely struggled on-field, and in fact reached the NSL finals 
several times throughout the nineties. The team developed a much more flamboyant attacking style towards the end of the decade, 
with potent strikers such as Scott Chipperfield and Saso Petrovski who, along with Matthew Horsley and David Cervinski, led the 
club to two consecutive NSL grand final wins. The heart-stopping 2000 grand final victory, won on penalties after being down 
three-nil away to Perth Glory (the match proper ended 3-3), and the 2-1 grand final win over South Melbourne in 2001 - one of the 
most technically proficient grand finals in NSL history - were amazing achievements considering the low-budget nature of the club. 
Sadly for the region there was a major overturn of Wolves players in 2001 and the two year dream run suddenly came to a halt. 


The player exodus continued in 2003 with David Cervinski (retired from NSL), David Huxley (Sydney United) and Buddy Farah 
(Nijmeh, Lebanon) among the departees. Replacements have been mostly youngsters and/or from the NSW state league - several 
of the new players well known by NSW state league stalwart coach John Turner, who also joined the Wolves this season.

Sunday afternoon at home, Adelaide Sensation produced a 
valuable 2-0 victory over Canberra Eclipse to move up two 
places on the ladder. Sensation held the first half advantage, 
assisted by the strong wind, and when conditions eased in the 
second half, still went on to dominate with their attacking 
verve.

On Saturday evening in Brisbane, Queensland Sting came from 
behind to record a remarkable 8-2 victory over Adelaide Sensation. 
The 'maroons' found themselves 2-1 behind inside the opening 16 
minutes but later ran away with six unanswered goals to dispel any 
thoughts of an upset. 


In a match between two pacy forward lines, it appeared Queensland 
were in for a battle to retain their unbeaten status against an equally 
lively Adelaide. But in the last six minutes before half-time, Sting hit 
back to hold a two-goal lead.

A comprehensive performance by Perth 

Glory sent Adelaide United, the NSL's 

only undefeated team leading in to the 

match, crashing to a 4-1 loss and 

returned Glory to the top of the national league ladder. 


Aside from the three goal margin, all other indicators seemed to 
reflect a relatively even match. As Mark Baylis' match stats 
revealed, shots on target, forays into penalty area and the corner 
count indicated Adelaide United were not at all out of contention. 
And at least two of the Perth Glory goals emanated from 
uncharacteristic defensive blunders. 


Nevertheless it was a resounding display by the reigning champions 
who, overall, did outclass the home team all over the park. 


A fairly even first 15 minutes was highlighted by a brilliant solo run 


down the line from Adelaide's Matthew Kemp who crossed the ball 


almost perfectly to Carl Veart - however Perth goalkeeper Jason 


Petkovic just managed to intercept before Veart's head got to the ball. 


Then a low drive from 25 meters out by Tom Pondeljak initially 
seemed to be a speculative shot - however the ball found its way in 
to made the scoreline 1-0 in the 15th minute. 


Just one minute later it was Damian Mori who made a diagonal 
run just outside the penalty box, breezing through the Adelaide 
United defence and unleashing a well-placed shot past stranded

Its not too often that a team defeats a team who is leading the NSL ladder at the time, 
but quite amazingly, the WOLLONGONG WOLVES had performed this feat in its 
past TWO consecutive matches. 


Two weeks ago, against the then first-placed Parramatta Power, the Wolves won 3-1 at 
WIN Stadium. 


The Power was consequently overtaken by Perth Glory at the top of the ladder - 
however the Glory were then defeated by Wollongong last Friday 2-1, again at the 
Wolves' home venue. 


It was just the THIRD time in the 27 year history of the NSL that a team had defeated a 
first-placed teamed over two consecutive matches (where the first-placed team had 
played at least five matches in the season, and excluding finals). 


Reflecting the rare nature of this occurrence, it was 23 years after the formation of the 
NSL when this event occurred for the first time: the first time this happened was in 2000, 
when Marconi Stallions defeated first-placed Sydney Olympic 3-1 on 19 March, and 
followed up with a 2-1 win over ladder leaders Wollongong on 26 March. 


Remarkably, the second time this occurred in the NSL was just earlier this season, when 
Parramata Power defeated round five leaders Marconi Stallions 2-1 in round six - and 
then in round seven the Power won 6-0 over round six leaders Perth Glory.

Last weekend, Adelaide United was defeated by South Melbourne 2-1, with former Adelaide City player ANTE KOVACEVIC scoring 
both South Melbourne's goals. It was the first time Kovacevic, a defender, had scored a NSL goal in 104 games. His previous goal was 


scored when he was with the Melbourne Knights in January 2000 - coincidentally against Adelaide City, a 1-1 draw at Knights Stadium. 


Kovacevic's run of 104 games before scoring twice in a match is by far the longest scoreless drought to be ended with a double. The next 
longest run was 55 games, by Tansel Baser, who went through his first 54 NSL games without scoring, only to score twice in his 55th game.

Speaking as a battle scarred journalist, my answer is a resounding YES! 


But, is there a need to follow the overseas 
trend of adopting a nickname? 


The main reason for this impassioned plea for the introduction of 
a nickname is because of sympathy for the journalists who are 
currently battling to avoid the crime of repetition. 


When compiling match reports or previews, the only alternatives in 
describing our team are, Adelaide United, or Adelaide, or United. 


The problem increases with Newcastle United and Sydney United 
already sharing a common name with Adelaide United. 


The solution lies in using a nickname that would add colour to an 
already colourful club. 


In the past, some clubs have made the mistake of using the name 
of their major sponsor as their nickname. 


The constant turnover of sponsors forced that plan well and truly 
onto the scrap heap. 


Back in 1980 the Australian Soccer Federation Marketing group came 
up with nicknames for all of its 16 National Philips League clubs. 


Adelaide City was dubbed "Adelaide Giants" while West Adelaide 
was called "Adelaide Hawks." 


For the record, the other nicknames were — Sydney Olympians, 
Preston Rams, Footscray Eagles, Marconi Leopards, Brisbane 
Gladiators, Heidelberg Warriors, Wollongong Wolves, Newcastle 
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Raiders, Leichhardt Strikers, Blacktown Demons, South Melbourne 
Gunners, Canberra Arrows, Brisbane*Lions and Sydney Slickers. 


Impressive, cleverly drawn emblems, accompanied the names, but 
like most ideas adopted by the NSL, the only constant over the 
seasons has been change. 


The missing ingredients over the life of the Australian national comp- 
etition has been consistency and the spin-off benefit of tradition. 


Overseas clubs have tradition and they all have nicknames 
designed to excite the youth of the world. 


No need in this forum to spell out the household nicknames of 
your favoured overseas clubs. 


Locally, that other successful football code has the Adelaide Crows 
and Port Power identified by catchy nicknames. 


Having raised the issue we should strive to find a solution. Inspired 
by the discovery ofa 1979 match program, the memory came 
flooding back of a friendly match between South Australia and 
Norwich City. 


The front page of the program described the English club as "The 
Canaries" while South Australia was identified as "The Shrikes." 


SA’s official emblem is the Piking Shrike, a feisty Magpie lookalike 
bird that brooks no nonsense. 


Adelaide United wears the State colours with pride so why not add 
The Shrikes as its nickname? 


Let’s have your thoughts on the issue. Do you believe United 
should have a nickname or agree with William Shakespeare, that a 
rose by any name would smell as sweet.

While money may dominate English 
football, I think we are seeing a good 
example of how a lack of spending 
might be a good thing as well. 


At the beginning of last season Chelsea was nearly $250 
million in debt. This meant Claudio Ranieri wasn't able 
to bring in any new players. But despite the pressure of 
knowing that failure to qualify for the Champions League 
would signal a mass clear-out, the Tinkerman managed to 
guide his team to the promised land. 


And the reason? 


A more settled squad resulted in more consistent 
performances which was enough to secure the crucial 4th 
place. 


This season, history seems to be repeating itself and look 
at the results. Undefeated after 13 games....a Premier 
League record! 


Arsenal's performance last weekend was nothing short of 
awesome. Missing six first team players-5 through 
suspension plus a jet lagged Gilberto Silva, Arsenal 
brushed aside a Birmingham side that has been one of the 
revelations of the season. 


If you keep basically the same squad and they continue to 
play well, better cohesion and improved results are bound 
to follow----and that is something the Gunners seem to be 
achieving-except in Europe! 


But while many of us are enjoying watching the superb 
performances Arsenal & Chelsea are putting on, it is a 
big worry that after just 13 games, there is a nine pint gap 
between third placed Man U and fourth placed Charlton. 
It would be hard to justify the side that does finish fourth 
qualifying for the Champions League if they were 15 
points behind third...but that could easily happen. 


Meanwhile at the other end of the table, Leeds fans 
should now be very worried. 


‘Teams with new managers usually enjoy an instant if only 
temporary return to form, but Leeds' insipid performance 
against Bolton led to stand in manager Eddie Gray saying 
that "whoever gets the job permanently, will have a very 
difficult time if this is all he has to work with". 


Leeds! fate should be known by Christmas because no 
team bottom of the table at year's end has ever survived 
relegation from the Premier League and the Whites final 
two games for 2003 are against at home to Aston Villa 
and away to Wolves, the two teams currently in the other 
two relegation spots.
